Not long since a reporter visited thd 


incliafar, almshoxise, and when he in- 
quired for "Old Man Hicks" he was told 
that the venerable paxiper was in his ac- 
customed place in the yard. He did 
not seem surprised when the visitor 
called him by name and made known 
his mission. His byes brightened as his 
thoughts wont back to his beloved cell, 
but it was only for a moment. Then he 
said calmly and quietly without any ap- 
parent regret for the wasted years of 
his life: 


"I suppose you want to hear the story 


of my life, Everybody does, although 
I do not see why they should take such 
an interest ia the affairs of an old man 
they never kpew ftnd will never think of 
again after they leave him. Well," he 
continued, musingly, fumbling with the 
ragged edge of his faded coat, "I was 
born in, ^Montgomery county, Va. , eigh- 
ty-six years ago. My parents were poor 
and died when I was but a child. I had 
no brothers or sisters, and I went to live 
with a neighbor, who taught me the 
blacksmith trade when ho found I would 
not go to school. My master's name 
was Neal, and he was fairly good to 
rne, but when I grew up I decided to 
leave him and come to Indiana. For 
awhile I drove a stage between Hamil- 
ton and Centerville, but I gave it up and 
gecured a place as stage driver for Beard 
#5 Scott, between fSalem and Livonia. 


"One day while waiting for my din- 


ner at the house of a farmer named 
Brown I saw a pookotbook in a bureau 
drawer tbat bad beon left open. It con- 
tained f 160, which I at once took posses- 
sion of, I got three years for this, which 
I served and went tQ Washington, Da- 
viess county, where I stole $300 from a 
man whose name I do not remember. 
I think it wag Thomas, but it was such 
a long while ago that I am not sure. 
They gave me seven years for the offense, 
and after serving six years I was par- 
doned by Governor Joe Wright. 


"When I got out I went to Bedford 


and worked at my trade until they 
arrested me foi assaulting a woman. 1 
was innocent, but I never took the trou- 
ble to deny it and the jury gave me ten 
yearft 
Five yoars had been served be 


fore it was discovered that I was not 
guilty, and Governor Willai'd pardoned 
me. 
At Indianapolis I committed a 


burglary and was given three years. 
Another burglary at Brookville brought 
me four years and still another one at 
(Jrawfordsville got me four years at the 
Michigan City penitentiary. 


"About this time I thought I would 


try some other prison, and I went to 
Lcmisville, Ills. Another alleged crim- 
inal assault was the cause of my serving 
ten years at Joliet. My term expired 
and I next fell at Hamilton, O., where 
I served two years for burglary. After- 
ward I served in Pennsylvania and Ohio 
again and then went back to Jefferson- 
ville. 
By this time I was old and 1 


longed for my cell in the Jeffersonvillg 
prison. It was more comfortable than 
any I had ever occupied, and in fact the 
prison there is the most humane one in 
the country. Well, I walked all the 
way from Columbus to Jeffersonville, 
ai,d pajling upon £he late Captain Qraig, 
who was then deputy warden, I asked 
him to give me a home in the prison, 
gaying J was too old to work and wanted 
$o spend my few remaining days there. 
He said he could not do so, and I re- 
solved to make him dp it. 


f'Going up to Paoli, in Orange coun- 


ty, I robbed a house and took good care 
that they should catch me at it. The 
case came to trial, and after I had told 
the judge my story he kindly sentenced 
me to five years. He would have made 
it more, but he said he thought I could 
pot live longer than that. I thanked 
him and went to prison. But I was still 
alive when the sentence expired, and 
going to the northern part of the state I 
robbed a man and got a year at Michi- 
gan City. Then I came tjack to Jeffec- 
sonyille, and the township trustees sent" 
me here before I had a chance to steal 
anything. 
' ' When I began my pri3pn career I 


Mosquitoes That Never Lived. 


Some of the good people of Stratford, 


Conn., decided this year to drain about 
forty acres of marsh land and had the 
necessary ditches dug. Afterward some 
of the ditches were partially filled r.p 
ajid the marsh water stagnated therein. 
On examination the water was found to 
be a saturated solution of mosquito 
larvae. The local scientists focused their 
powerful intellects and microscopes 
upon a specimen of the water and ' fig- 
ured it out that the prospective mos- 
quito population had been 20,000,000 to 
the acre.

Duck Valley Reservation. 


A dispatch to the San Francisco Exami- 


ner from Boise oity, Idaho eays;—Sandy 
MoGuane, a trapper, who arrived Satur- 
day from tbe DUCK Valley Indian Beser- 
vation country, brings a story that is illus- 
trative of Indian credulity and barbarism. 
Just above the northern boundary of tbe res- 
ervation there lived up to a month ago a 
squaw, agei about thirty jeers, who was 
known by stockmen and prospectors as 
Crazy Fish. 


She had long been the companion of a 


French hunter named Bapliste and bad 
seven children, tbe eldest of whom was 
thirteen years of age. Four of the seven 
were girls. Some of bet offsprings were 
ball-breeds, while others were fall-blooded 
Piates. 


In May Baptiste ran across a gold pocket, 


and after he had panned out a quantity of 
dust quietly departed, leaving big dauby 
sweetbaart behind. 


Crazy Fisb bad always been more or 


less daft, bat Baptiste's departure entire- 
ly unbalanced ber mi ad. 
She declared 


that Baptiste had been murdered for his 
gold, and she bewailed his loss continually, 
often in the transports of ber grief horri- 
bly mntila'ing herself. 


Finally a fiendish Indian medicine ma,n 


told her that Raptiate bad died and wonld 
never return, but solemn!} asserted, that 
bis gold was contained in the stomach of 
one of ber children.

tree, England, and settled in Windsor 
Conn., in 1639. In 1870 he published, 
list containing 4,840 descendants of Jo 
beph Loomis bearing the Loomis name 
After five years of research he pxiblishe 
the second edition of the "Loomis Gene 
alogy," in which are given 8,080 name 
which bore the Loomis name, descei 
dants of Joseph Loornis in the male 
branches. 
Five years later, in 1880, he printed, 


in two additional volumes, a provisional 
list of 19,000 descendants of Joseph 
Loomis in tho female branches. At the 
time of his death ho left in manuscript 
many corrections and additions that 
will be of use to the future Loomis gene- 
alogist— Newton's Memoria of Elias 
Loomis.

This is the Holy Carpet of the 
Mosque of Ardebtf in Persia—a carpet

The dimensions of the carpet are 84 
eet 6 inches by 17 feet 6 inches. The 
rround of the body of tha fabric is of a 
rich' bine, covered with a floral tracery 
f exquisite, delicacy and freedom of 
Teatment. A center medallion of pale 
ellow terminates on its outer edge in 
sixteen minaret shaped points,, from 
which spring sixteen cartouches—four 
Teen, four red and eight cream; and 
rom two of these again are, as it were, 
uspended and hanging in the direction 
>f the respective ends of the carpet, two 
of the sacred lamps of the mosque. But 
ihemost extraordinary detail of all is

The Largest Aerolite. 


What is believed to be the largest 


aerolite ever known to have fallen is ly- 
ing in the Caspian sea, a short dis- 
tance from the peninsula of Apsheron. 
The aerolite made a terrific noise as it 
rushed through the air with incredible 
speed, and the white hot mass made a 
light that illuminated the country and 
sea about for a great distance. Those 
who saw it were were struck dumb with 
consternation. 
When it struck the 


water immense clouds of steam arose, 
and the hissing could be heard fora 
great distance. Huge masses of water 
were thrown upward, and the sight to 
those who were not frightened was a 
most beautiful one. 


So enormous ia the aerolite that it 


projects twelve feet above the water, 
and sa,ve for its fused black crust, which 
gives it the appearance of having been 
varnished, it has every appearance of be- 
ing one of the usual rocky formations 
met with along the coast. Scientists 
are deeply interested in the phenomenon, 
and a number of thorn are making 
preparations to visit the peninsula to 
examine tho aerolite.—Cable Letter.
